One of our newspapers mentioned M. E. Littré, 
a deputy of Seine County, among the adherents of 
the Paris insurrection, and quoted these paragraphs 
from Auguste Comte’s works to support its asser- 
tion :— 

“The poorer classes rise like a swelling flood. 
The other classes have nothing left but tears and 
regrets. The poorer classes alone have ambition 
and firm hearts. They who began the revolution 
are unable to finish it; this task has fallen on the 
poorer classes. (Conservation, Revolution, Positiv- 
ism, p. 157.) 
a “In order for the poorer classes to ke a direct 
part in government, universal suffrage must be pushed 
aside, * * for it has removed from Paris the pre- 
ponderance this great city has had in the transmis- 
sion of power. * * Positivism seeks where is 
the great electoral action in our great vicissitudes, 
and finds it in Paris, which it proposes to invest with 
the function of electing the executive power for all 
France.”’ (ld., preface, pp. Xx., xxviii.) 

This reply was made :— 

“Sir: When I was M. Comte’s private disciple, 
itis true, I, in 1849 and 1850, wrote under his direct 
suggestion and almost under his dictation the pas- 
sages which you quote. They are a portion of @ 
body of doctrines from which I have long separated. 
I gave publicity to this separation in my book on 
‘La Vie d’August Comte’ and in a number of the 
review ‘ La Philosophie Positive.’ I mention this, 
not to avert from me the reproach of having written 
those paragraphs (itis right Ishould bear the pain 
of having written them, and in the retractions to 
which I refer I have not failed to acknowledge this 
justice), but in order to declare that for this many 
a year I should not have written them again. Ac- 
cept, ete., E. Litrre.”

NEW GERMAN PUBLICATIONS. 


Tur war is now over, and we are overwhelmed 
with books on every possible feature and construc- 
tion of it. It would be useless to attempt even & 
catalogue of works bearing on it, but it is sufficient 
to say that the majority of them are too much 
occupied with details and admiration of the leaders 
to be of any permanent value. Bismarck and 
Moltke are lauded to the skies by the littérateurs, 
and if deification has ever been committed 
recent times, we surely have it here. But it must 
be admitted that if anybody deserves it just = 
it is just these men, by virtue of their genius 
daring. Next to the war, Catholicism comes in for 
the greatest share of literary attention. The Vate 
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can Council, the passage of the dogma of Papal 
Infallibility, and the protest of Dr. Déllinger, of 
Munich University, against this last measure of the 
ultra-Catholics, have given rise to a prodigious 
quantity of books on every phase of Roman Catho- 
licism, by Protestant as well as by Roman pens. 
Messrs. Stilke and Van Muyden, Court Publishers 
of Berlin, have issued a work by a Berlin pastor, 
Herr Schulze, entitled “‘ Ueber Romanisirende Ten- 
denzen, ein Wort zum Frieden,’’ which goes over 
the whole ground of the doctrine and economy of 
the Roman Catholic Church, and attempts to show 
the points in common between that body and the 
Protestants. The substance of the work had ap- 
peared in a series of articles in Hengstenberg’s 
Church Gazette, but in their present form we find a 
roundness and thoroughness that sav _ little of the 
dashing newspaper article, and make one feel like 
giving the book a good place in his library. The 
author criticizes very severely the prevalent cry 
in all Protestant countries against Romanizing ten- 
dencies, and holds that Protestants have quite 
enough to do to attend to the duties that lie nearer 
home. Only by remaining true to the conservative 
principles of the Reformation, and by ignoring the 
controversial spirit, can Protestantism be extended. 

His work is designed more especially for non- 
clerical circles. 

Herr C. Detloff, of Basle, Switzerland, who has 
the house formerly conducted by Bahnmaier, has 
brought out a work by Dean Ecklin on “ Blaise 
Pascal.’? It has not the abundance of historical 
detail that we find in the elaborate work of Drey- 
dorff on the same subject, but is more likely to 
have a wider circulation. Dean Ecklin pro- 
nounces a more favorable opinion on Pascal than 
Dreydorff, and assumes less the attitude of the 
critic or judge than the admirer. The death of St. 
Beuve, the greatest of all French writers on Pascal, 
and a warm adwirer withal, lends a new interest 
to that remarkable man, whom Chateaubriand 
called a “frightful genius.” The opposition of 
Father Hyacinthe and Dr. Ddollinger to the mea- 
sures of the Vatican Council, bring Pascal’s protest 
against the extreme course of the ultra-Catholics 
of his day anew to public notice. Dean Ecklin, 
however, regrets that there are to be found so few 
men in the Catholic fold who are willing to follow 
in the footsteps of Pascal. Contents: I. Pascal’s 
Life to his Second Conversion. II. The Provincial 
Letters. IIL. Last Days of Suffering and Death. 
IV. Pascal’s Posthumous Thoughts on Religion. 
V. Characteristics of Pascal. Supplement. The 
references at the close amount almost to a biblio- 
graphy. The work is accompanied with a striking 
photograph of Pascal, sitting beside his writing- 
desk and absorbed in meditation. The same pub- 
lisher gives us another work on the Catholic crisis, 
namely, “ Peinliche Zwiegespraeche mit Bischifen 
der Vaticanischen Mehrheit.” The authorship is 
not known, but the publisher tells the public that 
the work is by a Roman Catholic author in a very 
high position in Germany. It takes the liberal 
Catholic view, and defends it with a skill and 
natveté which strike and retain the reader’s atten- 
tion trom the start. “Der Stufengang in Jesu 
Unterweisung seiner Jiinger,” by Dr. Gess, of the 
University of Basle, is a very concise and success- 
ful attempt to show the importance and absolute 
necessity of studying the Scriptures, and particu- 
larly the Gospels, by their connection and as a 
Whole, instead of by the mere details. Only do we 
get light with details by the fundamental thoughts 
directing the whole. The author stands in the 
very front rank of living theologians. 

Herr Karl Ehmann, through Detloff, gives us a 
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most interesting correspondence between Lavater 
and Hasencamp. Hasencamp lived in Germany 
and Lavater in Switzerland, and their correspond- 
ence did not simply turn on personal matters, but 
on the countries represented by them, not to mention 
important and prominent contemporaries. But the 
uppermost subject on both sides was religion. 
Hasencamp made a very vigorous effort to persuade - 
Lavater to leave his pastoral field in Zurich, for 
Duisburg, in Germany. But Lavater replied to 
him that it was impossible; that, while his salary 
in Zurich was only ji/ty-six dollars a year, he lived 
still with his parents, was married, and had two 
children; he could, nevertheless, not grieve the 
hearts of many thousands of friends by leaving 
them. The new light which this correspondence 


throws on Lavater’s literary labors is very valuable. 


J. F. Steinhoff, of Stuttgart, has just issued two 
popular works by that industrious and favorite 
author, Dr. Ostertag, one called, “Bilder aus dem 
Reiche Gottes,” and the other, “Die Wege der 
Bibel.’? The former is made up mostly of repro- 
ductions from the English of accounts of the labors 
of earnest men and women in England in behalf 
of the poor and neglected classes. The volume 
closes, however, with an excellent account of 
Savonarola. The latter volume is of more general 
interest, being an account of the progress of Bible 
distribution in various lands. “The Bible in 
France,” “ The Bible in Norway,” “Spain and the 
Bible,’’ are among its most attractive chapters. 
Dr. Beck, of Tiibingen University, published when 
a young man an “ Introduction to the System of 
Christian Doctrine,” and now, when he is an old 
man of sixty-six, he gives us the second edition. 
The title is, “ Einleitung in das System der Christ- 
lichen Lehre.” After some preliminary remarks, 
the work falls into two main divisions—the sci- 
entific systematizing of Christian doctrine, and 
the elementary organism of Christian doctrine. 
Christianity is not merely an historical thing, a 
thing to be accepted by the mind and discussed in 
lecture-rooms and pulpits; but itis a life, a won- 
derful life, and can only be understood by taking 
this practical view of it. The reason of man must 
be active in dealing with Christianity, but it must 
be supported and directed by faith. Reason, with- 
out the guidance of faith, is a vessel without com- 
pass or chart. The Doctor gives, at the close of 
this ripe fruit of a most successful career as teacher, 
some very excellent hints on the proper manner of 
interpreting the Scriptures. The work is an octavo 
of three hundred pages. 


From those busy publishers, Messrs. Wiegandt & 
Grieben, who have done much to disseminate a 
healthy moral literature through Germany, we have 
some new works in commendable keeping with the 
usual character of their issues. The Catholic 
question comes in for its share of attention. Li- 
centiate Foerster, of Berlin, has written a work on 
a papal election a century ago, entitled “Kine 
Papstwahl vor hundert Jahren,” in which that re- 
markable man Ganganelli, who had many points 
in common with Protestants, is described at length. 
The works of Saint Priest, Caraccioli, and Stauden- 
maier have been used as authorities. A new edi- 
tion of the “ Pfarrhaus im Harz,” by A. Vollmar, 
is out. This is one of the most popular high- 
toned moral novels that has appeared from the 
German press for years, and may, in many respects, 
be compared with the ‘‘ Schénberg-Cotta Family,’’ 
except that its incidents are of a more quiet char- 
acter. It has a colored frontispiece, representing a 
Hartz mountain parsonage. “Suchen und Finden’’ 
also appears in a new dress, and well merits its 
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high favor with the public. 
mann introduces it by a high!y commendatory 
preface. The work calls to mind Mrs. Prentiss’s 
“Stepping Heavenward.’’ Every friend of educa- 
tion in Germany is familiar with the name of Di. 


Wiese, who is one of the most prolific writers on | 


education in Prussia, and is connected with the 
government in superintending this department of 
its administration. He has delivered a lecture, 
“Deutsche Bildungsfragen aus der Gegenwart,” 
which is now printed, portraying some of the chief 
defects of the system of instruction in Germany, 
as well as the advantages, as taught by the late 
great war with France. He uses the events of the 
day as reflecting the features of education. 

Dr. Georg Heinrici has given us a valuable 
study on Valentinianism, called “Die Valentini- 
anische Gnosis und die Heilige Schrift.” His task 
required him to make a thorough study of the 
church in the second century, and he seems to 
have prosecuted his work with fidelity. He treats 
first of the Church Fathers of the time, then takes 
up the Fragments of Valentinus, and lastly dis- 
cusses the doctrines clustering around the Valenti- 
nian Gnosis.

This sketch 
of her active life makes us acyuainted with the 
religious condition of Holland during the former 
half of the seventeenth century, and now and then 
throws valuable light on the state of literature and 
the prevalent thinking. Dr. Arndt has published 
an excellent little treatise on the maintenance of 
Christian German popular customs. The character 
and value of popular or national customs are first 
treated, after which we have those of Germany in 
particalar. The latter half of the work is well 
worthy of translation into English, for it throws 
light on German usages, on which Americans have 
as yet had little or nu information. 

It will be a source of gratification to the friends 
of Professor Schem, of New York, to learn that his 
German and American “ Conversations-Lexikon’’ is 
wiuning golden opinions in Germany, where every 
work of foreign origin is subjected to the most 
searching examination before it can pass muster.

George Wood’s “ The Gates Wide Open,’’ Col. R. H, 
Cornwell’s book on China, “ Why and How,” and 
Rev. Dr. Todd’s “‘ The Sunset Land.’’ 

The first important work of fiction published by 
this house was E. Foxton’s (Miss Palfrey) “ Her- 
mann, or Young Knighthood.”

‘‘On the Border,” “ Married for Both Worlds,’’ &e. 
&e. In the summer of 1870 the firm entered upon 
an important enterprise, the publication of the 
novels of Madame Schwartz, a famous Swedish 
writer, translated by two ladies of Boston. 
of these novels have already been issued, and have 
met with a cordial welcome. They are not only 
dramatically interesting—and especially so as deal- 
ing with Swedish life and manners, with which 
most Americans are quite unacquainted—but com- 
mand attention as the work of « sirong and origi- 
nal thinker, whose observations on sundry social 
topics are impressive and powerful.

They also supply many libraries, publi¢ 
and private, and enjoy a prosperous retail patron 


age—their counters being always laden with the 
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latest American and foreign publications. We 
think it may be said, without risk of intrusiveness, 
that the relations between this firm and all who 
do business with them, whether as authors or 
bayers, are of a peculiarly friendly and intimate 
character, a fact which is mainly due to the geni- 
ality and courtesy of the members of the house.

OBITUARY. 


July 11. In London, England, ALEXANDER KEITH | 
Jounston, LL.D., the celebrated geographer, aged 
68. Deceased was born on December 28, 1804, at 
Kirkhill, near Edinburgh, Scotland, and was edu- 
cated at the High School of Ediuburgh, having 
originally designed to pursue the profession of 
medicine. He, however, was apprenticed to an 
engraver, and acquired great skill in this art, which 
is exhibited in all his works. He commenced the 
study of geography at an early age, intending to 
establish a school in that branch in Scotland. He 
mastered the works of the best writers on this sub- 
ject, and in 1843 published his “ National Atlas,” 
which gained for him the appointment of Royal 
Geographer for Scotland. From this time until his 
death Mr. Johnston published numerous atlases of 
general, phvsical, and classical geography, atlases 
of astronomy, general and geographical maps of 
various countries, and a Dictionary of Geography 
and works on the same subject. He was elected 
member of the principal geographical societies of 
the world, Fellow of the Royal Society of Edin- 
burgh, and in 1865 the University of Edinburgh 
conferred upon him the honorary degree of Doctor 
of Laws. It may be mentioned that the valuable 
maps of the geological survey of Pennsylvania were 
executed at Mr. Johnston's establishment.
